tive. The figures given show that 
a vast amount of time was wasted 
during the year on this kind of 
labour and also on oakum picking, 
the earnings on which are only 
two cents a day per person 50 
employed. The value of printing 
is put at twenty cents per person 
per day, and so it will be seen 
that the revenne the Colony 
derives froo} the work in the gaol 
could be very materially increas- 
ed were some more remunerative 
task work introduced.”
